The State Board of Education mi ta t 2 
p. m. yesterday in the office of the State Su­ 
perintendent of Public Instruction, in the 
Capitol building. Present, Governor Stone- 
man, State Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction W illiam T. Welcker, Professor 
Allen, of the State Normal School at San 
Jose, and Professor Afore, of the Branch 
State Normal School at Los Angeles. 
After reading the minutes of the previ­ 
ous meeting, Professor W elcker remarked 
thut, owing to the fact that the Governor 
was going to be absent from the city on the 
morrow, ho thought it advisable to take up 
for consideration immediately the question 
of text-books. The m atter of granting di­ 
plomas, etc., could he attended to in the 
absence of the Governor, but he thought 
the 
consideration of the text-books a 
m atter of 
so 
very great 
importance 
to the 
people 
of 
the 
entire 
.state 
that it should be considered, if practicable, 
when all the members were present. 
This was agreed upon, and Professor 
Allen said he desired to say a few words 
relative to the geography. To make one. 
equal to the best extant, and that would be 
approved by the Board and acceptable to 
the people, would entail an expense all the 
way from $t»,000 to |S0,000. 
H e said he 
had proposed to get up a hand-book on 
geography, to 
be 
used 
in connection 
w ith a system of outline maps, btii 
his 
proposition 
had 
not 
m et 
with 
favor from the Board. 
He now de­ 
sired to renew the resolution offered bv 
him at the last meeting, which at that time 
was postponed until the present meeting. 
The resolution was simply to authorize the 
purchase of the copyrights and engravings 
of text-books of acknowledged merit. 
Jn 
this way he deemed it quite probable that 
a good geography—one that would be ac­ 
ceptable in every way—could be obtained 
for much less than the compilation of. an 
entirely new one. 
* 
Governor Stoneman—Du you say. Pro­ 
fessor Allen, that it is utterly'impracticable 
for us to get up a geography ? 
Professor Allen—W ith the limited means 
at our disposal, yes. 
It will cost in the 
neighborhood of $80,000, and that would 
take more than half of the appropriation. 
Governor Stoneman—You were appoint­ 
ed a committee of one, at a meeting some 
tim e since, to look into this m atter of the 
compilation of a geography, and now you 
tell us that you think we are high and tin- 
on the question of geography. Don't vott 
think we can compile, or cause to be com 
piled, a geography without having lo pur­ 
chase a copyright of one now extant? 
Professor Allen—I think not. 
Í have 
corresponded with a num ber of the pub­ 
lishers, and from what they have written 
base my opinion as to the expense of com­ 
pilation. We cannot get bids front those 
gentlemen until we dispose of this ques­ 
tion by the adoption of m y resolution 
authorizing the purchase of copyrights and 
engravings, and we have the written opin­ 
ion of the Attorney-General that we have 
the power to do so. Now it is simply a 
question whether we will do so or not. 
1 
am not at liberty to give to the Board the 
replies oi the booksellers upon this matter. 
I had them when I was here before ami 
read extracts from them, but have h ft them 
at my home. 
Professor W elcker—-I would like to ask 
Mr. Allen if the information he so ob­ 
tained does not belong to the Board ? Is it 
not the property of Hie entire Board, and 
not of an individual member? 
Professor Alien—No, sir; not unless you 
demand it. 
I don’t think it would' be 
treating those firms with courtesy. 
Governor Stoneman—You were appoint­ 
ed by this Board for that purpose, and we 
most certainly should be entitled to all the 
information the outgrowth of your corre­ 
spondence. If we are not, what was the 
use of appointing such a committee? 
Professor Allen replied that he had been 
appointed as,a i A m ittee of one to corre­ 
spond with eekiain publishing hooseu ¡n 
relation to the purchase of copyrights of 
existing geographies, but bad not asked for 
bids. 
Governor Stoneman—Then it would ap­ 
pear from what you say; that these publish­ 
ing houset referred to desire the Board to 
commit itself, by passing some such resolu­ 
tion as the one you propose, before they 
make any bids. 
Professor Alien—By reference to the reso­ 
lution appointing nte as such committee 
you will see that I was not authorized to 
ask for or receive proposals, but simply to 
correspond with them to ascertain the fact 
whether they would deal with us or not. 
No reputable firm would ptit in bids to a 
party who had no tight to entertain them. 
Professor Welcker — At a subsequent 
meeting ail the text books were referred to 
in the same manner as were the geogra­ 
phies at the meeting in question. 
Governor Stoneman—'We have power to, 
andean if we so desire, reconsider our ac­ 
tion in the m atter of appointing Professor 
Allen as a committee of one for tiic par­ 
tióse of gaining information fur this Board 
upon that particular text-book. 
Professor Allen—Let us as a Board put 
ourselves upon record as to w hether we 
will or will not purchase the copyright of 
any existing book, no m atter whether it is 
a writing hook, a geography, or any other 
oi the series. 
L, t. os decide the entire m at­ 
ter, and at or.ee, by taking a vote upon ntv 
resolution. 
Professor Welcker—I will say right here 
that I do not believe in any such a sweep­ 
ing resolution. 
F.et each hook stand upon 
its merits. 
Professor More—We have already asked 
for copy and plates, and invited competi­ 
tion for the entire series of text-books, the 
geogre.ijiiy included. 
Professor Allen—I ask permission of the 
Board to withdraw my resolution. It seem.-, 
lo be incomprehensible to the Board. The 
oilier members do not appear to see this 
m atter in the same light that I do. 
Governor Stoneman—The resolution is 
now the property of the Board. In order 
to facilitate business I move that all further 
proceedings relative to a geography he post­ 
poned until the next meeting. The motion 
was carried. 
Professor Welcker introduced a resolu­ 
tion. which, after a lengthy discussion, was 
adopted, which was to the effect that all 
books obtained by the Board, by donation 
or purchase, should be the exclusive prop­ 
erty of the State, and subject to any change 
or alteration, as in the judgm ent of the 
Board they should deem proper to make; 
and that the only acknowledgment of au­ 
thorship should be in the preface. 
Governor Stoneman then read the second 
section of ttie Act of the Legislature au­ 
thorizing a State series of text-books, which 
says the State shall ncoept all meritorious 
hooks donated to the State. 
Professor Welcker «»ived to accept the 
donation of a speller by Professor Kinne. 
Professor Allen—I will second the mo­ 
tion to bring it before the Board, hut shall 
vote against the acceptance of the book 
when the proper time comes. 
Professor More—H aud me the speller; Í 
w ant to look at it. 
Professor W elcker—Did you ever see it 
bei* >re ? 
Professor More—Oh. yes: I learned to 
spell out of it when 1 was a boy. 
Professor Welcker—Well, you have the 
reputation of being a good speller, I bc- 
ilicve. It strikes rite tliat it is a good book. 
You arc ait aware that there can be but 
little difference in spellers. 
Governor Stoneman—I know nothing of 
the merits of the book. There is no hurry 
in the matter. 1 move to lay it on the 
tabíe. 
Professor A llen—I second the motion. 
Professor Welck> r—It does seem to me 
to be a proper tiling to accept this book 
now. It is a good selection of words, dis- 
crteriy arranged. 
Governor Stoneman—Well. I am not 
prepared at this time to vote either to 
accept it or reject it. 
Professor More—We are more likelv to 
m ietbing with this speller than we art 
do 
_ 
w ¡h any other book at this session. Let 
us not have any more delays, but take hold 
in earnest and do something at this meet­ 
ing. 
Professor W elcker—Let us accept this 
book, it costs the State nothing; we then 


can m ak e all th e m o d ificatio n s d esirab le, 
a n d p u t it in th e h an d s o f th e S tate P rin te r. 
G overnor S to n em an —I h av e m y d o u b ta 
a b o u t its bein g o f th e first o rd e r o f e x c e l­ 
lence. 
P rofessor A llen —If I am to ex p ress m y ­ 
se lf in regard to th is a u d o th e r books, [ 
d esire to go in to ex ecu tiv e session. 
I 
d o n t w a n t to h ave m y view s in reg ard to 
th e w o rK s o f th is o r a n y o th e r a u th o r p u b ­ 
lish ed to th e w orld, an d h is suggestion w as 
advipted.

It is an open secret among educators j 
that Mr. Allen is an opponent to the system, 
and it is known that book publishers look 
upon him in the same light. The State has 
a right to have its affairs administered by 
the friends of the system of government it 
adopts. 
If Professor Allen is misjudged 
in this regard, it is a most remarkable 
mistake on the part of those who have 
observed his course, and have drawn con­ 
clusions from premises th at appear to be 
undeniable.

TEE SCHOOL BOOK SYSTEM 
ENEMIES. 
AND ITS 


The people of this State, by a vote upon 
a constitutional amendment, emphatically 
expressed their opinion that it is a wise 
policy for the State to print its own text­ 
books for use in the common schools. 
T h at decision was arrived at coolly and 
after some years of «fth ije m t jo n and |>ul> 
lie discussion of the question. 
It was ar­ 
rived at in the face of a pronounced oppo­ 
sition to the scheme by about all the texl- 
liook publishers. 
It was resolved upon in 
the teetli of a hot and long-winded protest 
by a convention of teachers in the State, 
but which body did not embrace all the 
educators—fortunately, some of the best 
minds of that class were, as they now re­ 
main, sincere friends of the new plan. 
W hen the people thus decided, the Legis­ 
lature recognized its duty to lie to give 
effect to that expression of will on the part 
of the sovereign |>ower, and proceeded to 
pass the necessary laws to that end. 
It became the bounden duty of every 
official of the State to subordinate his pri­ 
vate and personal views to that will, and 
do all that his duty in office required of 
him to carry into full and economic effect 
th e scheme upon which the people had 
resolved. 
Any official who cannot con­ 
scientiously do th is owes it to himself and 
to the people to resign and give place to 
some other and more obedient servitor of 
the public will, or at least to decline to 
act in opposition to it. 
The carrying out 
of the details of the book scheme is com­ 
mitted to the State Board of Education. 
T hat body embraces in its membership 
Professor Allen, of 
the State Normal 
School at San Jose. 
Prior to the adoption 
of the constitutional amendment Professor 
Allen was recognized as an open opjionent 
of the proposed system. 
He was himself 
a 
school-book 
author, • aud 
he 
had 
come 
before 
the 
public 
as 
such, 
through the medium of private publish­ 
ing 
houses. 
It 
did 
not 
follow 
of 
necessity that lie was therefore incapaci­ 
tated to honestly serve the State in fur­ 
therance of its new scheme—the old rela­ 
tion he sustained to the question did not 
of necessity impeach his capacity and hon­ 
esty of purpose in forwarding that schemfe. 
But from the time th at the Board took up 
th e question, Professor Allen has not con­ 
cealed his want of faith in it, and has not, 
as we judge his acts and expressions, since 
then 
aided 
to 
forward 
the scheme. 
W hether his former or present relation to 
text-books and publishers has anything to 
do with his attitude, becomes therefore a 
legitimate topic for consideration. 
But we 
do not projiose to impugn his motives. 
W e are perfectly willing to accord to him 
sincerity in his views, but we do most em­ 
phatically question the propriety of his 
manifesting them while a member of the 
Board. 
If Professor Allen cannot con­ 
scientiously and earnestly labor to gii e 
the new plan a thorough and undelaved 
trial, he owes it to himself and to the peo­ 
ple who salary him to resign. 
He will 
scarcely venture to question or dispute the 
charge that he is unfriendly to the new 
plan. 
If lie were driven to answer we be­ 
lieve he would manifest his honesty by 
adm itting that he looks upon it as chim er­ 
ical, as uneconomical and bad policy, and 
th a t he has not labored to give it a full 
and im partial trial. 
Holding such views, 
it is improjier for him to sit upon the 
Board. 
We do not believe that we mis­ 
judge Professor Alleu when we say that 
from the beginning his influence upon 
this m atter in the Board has been adverse 
to the system, and that his acts and ex­ 
pressions have testified to the fact. 
W e 
do not lielievcdhat the other members of 
the Board look iq>cn him as cordially help­ 
ing them in a work they are honestly 
striving to carry out to its best possible 


Sitting still and “ how ling” about the 
damages inflicted by hydraulic mining up­ 
on valley lands and river navigation ac­ 
complishes nothing. 
If the valley cause 
is right., as it is, faitli in it sliould.be made 
manifest by works. 
It is therefore an 
eminently proper thing for Sacramento 
county to do as it has done, and bring 
actions against the hydraulic mining agen­ 
cies upon the C-osumnes river. If litigation 
is to bring aliout the salvation of the val­ 
ley from the descent of slackens and min­ 
ing debris, the sooner it is pushed in every 
case to final judgm ent the better. 
The 
principle for which the people of the val­ 
ley contend has been settled already by the 
Courts. 
It remains now but to make it 
applicable to every ease where injury is 
being inflicted. 
The next step should be 
to enjoin every hydraulic mine upon the 
American river. W e note w ith satisfaction 
that the movement to appeal to the tiov- 
em m ent for its interference also gains 
strength, and is now nowhere obstructed. 
The people have gone to the Courts and 
stopped the evil in every case where an 
issue has been made. 
The Government 
should not ask that the counties burden 
themselves further before it takes part in 
the reclamation of the river. 
But while 
we plead and wait, we must diligently ap­ 
ply local remedies, and hence these suits 
in the Courts are matters of necessity and 
self-preservation. W hile we must continue 
to address appeals to the Federal Govern­ 
ment, we must remember that it is slow of 
action, and before it can lie brought up to 
the point of actual interference great dam­ 
age, of almost irreparable character, will 
have been done. 
But because the lalior is 
great there should be no relaxation of 
eflort in seeking Government aid from both 
its legislative and executive branches.

A strong addition to the educational and 
intellectual forces of the State will arrive 
from the East this morning, in the person 
of Professor Homer B. Sprague, the re­ 
cently chosen President of Mills’ Female 
College. In the selection and acceptance 
of Professor Sprague to this very responsi­ 
ble and high position, the Board of Trus­ 
tees of the College and the people of the 
State have been exceedingly fortunate, as 
it is believed that no stronger man, if an­ 
other so well fitted for the position eculd 
have been found, to stand at the head of 
this new and promising College, which 
lakes leading rank among the educational 
institutions of the Golden State. 
For several years the new President was 
Professor of English Literature in the Cor­ 
nell University, which chair he resigned to 
accept the position of Principal of the 
AdefpUI Academy, New York. From a 
highly successful administration of this in­ 
stitution, lie was called to that of Head 
Master of the Girls' High School of Boston, 
which position he has held for several years 
past, and now resigns, after much hesita­ 
tion, to accept the Presidency of the Mill’s 
Female College. The Girls' High School 
of Boston is one of the very best and most 
celebrated for female education in the 
United States, and Professor Sprague would 
never have left it to take the Presidency' of 
a young ladies’ seminary, even so justly 
prominent as the Mill’s has been, but the call 
to take the lead in establishing a female 
college, of the first order, upon the Pacific 
coast, with all the beneficent results which 
will flow from it, lias induced him to leave 
“ the Athens of America,” to add the 
great weight of his years of experience, his 
ripe culture, and superb powers of scholar­ 
ship and oratory, to the efforts of the earn­ 
est men who are here engaged in the grand 
movement of laying broad and deep the 
foundation of a better and higher civiliz­ 
ation. The people of California most gladly 
and warmly welcome President Sprague, 
and bis family who accompany him, to 
make this their future home. 
In this connection th e following recent 
expressions by eminent authorities respect­ 
ing President Sprague will be of interest: 
Professor Moses Coyt Tyler says: “Pro­ 
fessor Sprague’s course at Yale’ when lie 
graduated, is not there equaled once in 
twenty-five years. He excelled in all de­ 
partments of study. No other graduate 
has approached the record which lie made 
as a college orator."

C h ic a g o , September 29th.—The crowd 
to-day which witnessed the opening game 
between the Now York and Chicago ball 
clubs, for the possession of the national 
pennant, was worthy of the occasion.

THE BONNET-BUCKLEY CASE.

T h e C o n d u ct o f “ T h e B o ss ’ to l>e I n v e s ­ 
tig a te d . 
[San F rancisco B u lletin , S eptem ber 29th.] 
The Supreme Court met in bank this 
morning at 9:30 o’clock for the purpose of 
hearing Attorney-General Marshall s mo­ 
tion on the report of the Bar Association in 
the Buckley-Bonnet investigation. 
The Attorney-General began by saving 
that a committee has been appointed by 
the Bar Association whose duty it was to 
investigate into the conduct of Christopher 
A. Buckley in promising an advancement 
on the Supreme Court calendar of the cases 
of Bonnet vs. the City and Countv of San 
Francisco, aud Parker vs. the City and 
County of San Francisco ; also for agreeing 
for the sum of $500 to obtain judgment in 
favor of Bonnet in the suit against the city. 
The committee had found Mr. Buckley 
guilty', and it was now asked that an order 
should be issued for Mr. Buckley’s appear­ 
ance in Court to show cause why he should 
not be punished for contempt. Chief Jus­ 
tice Morrison said he thought the matter 
had better be taken under consideration, 
and as the Justices would leave for I,os An­ 
geles on the 13th prox.. a decision on the 
matter would be rendered as early as possi­ 
ble after their return. 
Monday, October 
26th, at 10 a. m., was then set as the day for 
the decision. 
The affidavit 
of W illiam 
Matthews, 
chairman of the committee appointed by 
the Bar Association, was read. 
It set forth 
tiiat on the 10th of May, 1884, the two suits 
of Bonnet and Parker against the city were 
pending in the Supreme Courts on appeals, 
anil that on the morning of that day a de­ 
cision was rendered in favor of Bonnet and 
Parker. 
Directly after ibis decision had 
been rendered, of which Bonnet knew 
nothing, Buckley offered to procure judg­ 
ment for Bonnet and Parker for the sum of 
$500. Bonnet was made to believe that the 
judgment had been obtained through Buck­ 
ley s influence. 
At the time lie paid the 
$o00 Bonnet did not know that the decision 
had already been rendered. 
In the report of the committee to the 
Bar Association, attorneys Cowdery and 
W hittemore were adjudged guilty of un­ 
professional conduct in connection with 
the Bonnet-Buekley case. 
They are re­ 
quired to answer the charges before the 
Court at 10 a. m. October 27th.

T he G am ing Cases—P ercentage Poker. 
Yesterday the cases of Steve Maroney, 
George Rogers and YVjttam Hurst, charged 
with playing and conducting the game of 
percentage poker during the State Fair, 
were called for examination in the Police 
Court. City Attorney Anderson outlined 
the testimony for the prosecution and pro­ 
ceeded to introduce it. J. D. Kent testified 
that on September 1 0th he, with other 
officers, arrested the defendants at the Bank 
Exchange while playing draw poker, and 
that they took out 50"cents for every “ three 
of a k in d ” shown upon the table. All of 
the parties were playing and conducting 
the game. This was the only act of owner­ 
ship disclosed. There was $9 50 in the 
percentage drawer. 
W. P. Harlow said he had watched the 
game at the Bank Exchange; saw the de­ 
fendants playing draw pok er: saw a num ­ 
ber of “ drops ” for “ threes.'1 Maroney 
took care of the percentage, and at one 
time allowed quite a number of half dol­ 
lars to accumulate when lie put them in 
the drop. Understand draw poker; have 
played it. This was a percentage game— 
that is. if I understand what is a percent­ 
age. They took out half a dollar for every 
threes" shown. 
Jam es K ileyand L. W . Farrell testified 
to about the 'same state of facts, and that 
Maroney gave them the key to the table 
drawer, where $9 50 in money was found. 
The prosecution then offered this $9 50 
in evidence, for the purpose of showing 
the character of the game. The prosecu­ 
tion here rested. 
The defense declined to introduce any 
evidence, and the case was then submitted 
for argument. 
City Attorney Anderson opened the case 
for the prosecution, and claimed that the 
evidence showed a percentage game under 
Section 330 of the Penal Code ; that in the 
absence of any showing on the part of the 
defense there was a prim a facie case of 
ownership, which raises a legal presump­ 
tion of the proprietorship resting on those 
who were playing and conducting the 
game. 
' 
. 
I. S. Brown, for the defense, entered into 
a long argument to show that the Legisla­ 
ture never intended to include any such 
game as poker as a percentage gam e: that 
only such games as are known to be per­ 
centage games were intended to be prohib­ 
ited ; that poker is not a percentage game, 
and it never was contemplated by the Leg­ 
islature t > include it 111 the prohibition. 
There was 110 evidence of either ownership 
or percentage as was intended by the law. 
A. P. Catlin. for the prosecution, closed 
the case by an exhaustive argum ent upon 
the character and intent of such legislation 
as Section 330; that the meaning is per­ 
fectly plain, and the section was drawn so 
as 
to 
avoid all conceivable evasions 
on the part 
of gamblers. 
The case 
in 
all 
its 
features 
certainly 
dis­ 
closes u clear percentage, thus making 
it one of tlis interdicted games. The own­ 
ership must be h e ld ‘to be in those who 
were playing and managing the game. 
This part oUthe case was settled upon the 
authority o n th e cases that were taken be­ 
fore Judge Mti 11 Fleet 011 habeas corpus a 
few days ago. The sworn character of tlie 
testimony up m ownership was there held 
good, in tliejbsence of any other showing. 
The case tlas then subniittéd. 
W here­ 
upon the Judge held the defendants to an­ 
swer to the l liarge, and fixed tlic bail at 
$300 in cacli fase. 
One of tli 3 strange features of this case, 
as well as tie one which was previously 
examined, i+j that all of the parties playing 
disclaimed any ownership in themselves, 
but claimed fliaf the proprietorship was in 
the house, 08 other parties, yet not one of 
them made liis defense upon the examina­ 
tion, nor did? either of them go upon the 
witness-stand and make any disclaimer. 
Thus they 9 ft the cases renting upon a 
legal prestuf ption of ownership in the 
players.

rado county, on Tuesday uext, October 6th. 
Charles M. Chapman,’ one of the most 
accomplished woodsmen in the State* will 
officiate as commissary. One part of las 
duty will be to keep the camp provided 
w ith venison, and in this he has never been 
known to fail. The site selected is the 
same whereon the club and its friends en­ 
camped early in October last year. It is 
about 400 yards from the railroad, and has 
splendid facilities for a camp. The woods 
and fields roundabout are full of quail, and 
deer can be found within half a mile of 
camp.

The Gaming Cases—Percentage Poker. 
Yesterday the eases of Steve Maroney, 
George Rogers and WjMjam Hurst, charged 
with playing and conducting the game of 
percentage poker during the State Fair, 
were called for examination in the Police 
Court. City Attorney Anderson outlined 
the testimony for the prosecution and pro­ 
ceeded to introduce it. J. 1). Kent testified 
that on September 10th he, with other 
officers, arrested the defendants at the Bank 
Exchange while playing draw poker, and 
that they took out 50 cents for every “ three 
of a k in d ” shown upon the table. All of 
the parties were playing and conducting 
the game. This was the only act of owner­ 
ship’ disclosed. There w as’ $9 50 in the 
percentage drawer. 
\V. P. Harlow said lie had watched the 
game at the Bank Exchange; saw the de­ 
fendants playing draw poker: saw a num ­ 
ber of “ drops” for “ threes.” 
Maroney 
took care of the percentage, and at one 
time allowed quite a number of half dol­ 
lars to accumulate when he put them in 
the drop. Understand draw poker; have 
played it. This was a percentage game— 
that is. if I understand what is a percent­ 
age. They took out half a dollar for every 
“ threes” shown. 
James Rilcv and L. \V. Farrell testified 
to about the same state of facts, and that 
Maroney gave them the key to the table 
drawer, where $9 50 in money was found. 
The prosecution then offered this $9 50 
in evidence, for the purpose of showing 
the character of the game. The prosecu­ 
tion here rested. 
The defense declined to introduce any 
evidence, and the case was then submitted 
for argument. 
City Attorney Anderson opened the case 
for the prosecution, and claimed that the 
evidence showed a percentage game under 
Section 33o of the Penal Code; that in the 
absence of any showing on the part ol the 
defense there was a prim a facie case of 
ownership, which raises a legal presump­ 
tion of the proprietorship resting on those 
who were playing and conducting the 
game.

1. S. Brown, for the defense, entered into 
a long argument to show that the Legisla­ 
ture never intended to include auy such 
game as poker as a percentage gam e; that 
only such games as are known to be per­ 
centage games were intended to be prohib­ 
ited ; that poker is not a percentage game, 
and it never was contemplated by the Leg­ 
islature t r include it in the prohibition. 
There was n<> evidence of either ownership 
or percentage as was intended by the law. 
A. P. Cat Bo. for the prosecution, closed 
the case by an exhaustive argum ent upon 
the charaoigr and intent of such legislation 
as Section 130: that the meaning is per­ 
fectly plait , and the section was drawn so

T ritle lias telegraphed Governor R oss to 
m eet h im in A lbuquerque, for w hich point 
lie leaves to-m orrow, accom panied by Col­ 
on el F . K. A insw orth. 
A ctin g from there, 
th ey w ill proceed to Clittou and rem ain 
u n til the present troubles are ended. 
T erritorial M ilitia O rdered to H o lilT h em ­ 
se lv es in R eadiness for Service. 
P rescott, Septem ber 29tb.—Telegram s 
were received to-day from Colonel Eagan, 
at Clifton, reporting the k illin g o f m en on 
several successive days near that place, and 
a telegram sent by General Crook, stating 
that the hostiles ¿re returning from M ex­ 
ico, and requesting C olonel Eagan to warn 
every one to guard their ow n houses and 
property, and if possible k ill som e Indians 
if they attem pt to k ill their stock. 
G ov­ 
ernor Tritle th is afternoon issued an order 
for the Territorial m ilitia to bold them ­ 
selves in readiness for im m ediate service, 
to defend the lives and property o f citizens 
o f the Territory. 
Governor T ritle leaves 
in the m orning to confer w ith Governor 
Ross, o f N ew M exico, for the purpose o f 
taking m easures to afford protection to 
citizens against the Indians in Grant and 
Graham counties 
F rom there b e goes to 
Clifton, to conduct in person the cam paign 
against th e h ostiles in the vicin ity o f 
C lifton. 
From num erous telegram s

ceived, the Governor has been led 
to 
believe that the situation dem ands som e 
action on h is part at once, so that the lives 
and property of citizens o f A rizona m ay be 
protected, as no U nited States troops have 
as yet been sent to the scene o f depreda­ 
tions. so far as know n.

Tucson, Septem ber 29th.—A dvices from 
H uachuca say a courier lias arrived from 
Major Davis' com m and, w ith the in telli­ 
gence that 011 the 22.1 they had a fight w ith 
the A paches, k illin g one hostile and w ound­ 
ing several. 
It is believed that fully sixty 
hostiles were engaged. 
T he com m and lost 
one scout, killed. 
T he Indians retreated 
into the m ountains.

J. W eisbach, o fT a co u ia ; V ice-President, 


Judge P . P . G o o d ; 
Secretary, W alter 
W a lk er; A ssistant Secretary, Dr. A. G allo­ 
w ay; Treasurer, M. M cM illan, of Seattle. 
M any speeches were delivered, and each 
utterance that could be construed to m ean 
exp u lsion of C hinese b y peaceful m eans, 
or, if necessary, by force, was received w ith 
rapturous applause. 
Som e o f th e speakers 
assured the audience that riot w ould surely 
be the result if this question were not 
sp eedily solved, but m ost o f them advo­ 
cated cool, but determ ined action. 
T his 
latter m ethod’m eets w ith the approval o f a 
m ajority o f our people. 
After adopting 
the follow in g resolutions, th e convention 
adjourned, to m eet again as provided in 
their various to w n s : 
Resolved, That the present excited state of the 
people 011 this coast, and the depressed condi­ 
tion of industries and commerce are due to and 
directly traceable to the persistent refusal ot 
Congress to legislate iu the interest of the 
people. 
Resolved, That it is our firm and steadfast res­ 
olution t<> rid our Territory, and, if possible, the 
United States, from the presence of Chinese 
slave labor. We call upon all citizens to aid 
and assist us in this great and important ob­ 
ject. 
Eesolxvd, That to accomplish this end we ask 
all citizens to immediately discharge all Chi­ 
nese in their employ. 
Rex's!ted, That on the return of the delegates 
to their respective localities they shall call mass 
meetings, to be held on October 8, 1885, for the 
purpose of appointing committees to notify the 
Chinese to leave on oc before November 7, iSKi. 
These delegates shall call a mass meeting of cit­ 
izens to hear the reports of said committees on 
November 6,1885. 
Resolved, Thai these delegates inform the com­ 
mittee at Seattle immediately after their re­ 
spective meetings on November 6th as to the 
action which has beeu taUeu in this great re­ 
form. 
Resolved, That the Western Washington Con­ 
gregational Association, in asking for the un­ 
qualified repeal of the Chinese Restriction Act, 
misrepresented the sentiments of the people of 
Puget Sound and of the Pacillc slope. 
Resolved, That in adopting the above resolu­ 
tions we are guided bv the conviction that the 
enforcement of the "same w ill eradicate the 
Chinese evil, and we hold ourselves not responsi­ 
ble for any acts of violence which may arise 
from uon-compliauce with these resolutions. 
T h e C hinese liave all been discharged at 
the various coal m ines in this vicinity. 
M any of the m ills are also displacing the 
C hinese in their em ploy by w h ite laborers. 
T he trouble at the F ranklin m ine, w h ich 
prom ised to be a violen t outbreak, w as 
avoided by tiie C hinese taking the alarm 
and leavin g the m ines, as requested by the 
w h ite m iners.
